Mr.  Cliairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  3'ear  1964-. 
I’he  Registrar  General’s  figure  for  the  [iopulation  mid  year  19'6t  is  1'0,35'0 
and  compares  with  10,820  last  year.  This  is  a drop  for  the  second  .rear 
in  succession. 

During  the  j’ear  there  were  189  births  and  122  deaths  compared  with 
172  births  and  1 19  deaiths  last  .rear.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the 
District  of  li9.36  coimpares  with  a national  bitth  rate  of  18.4  per  1,000 
population  and  the  adjusted  death  rate  for  the  District  of  12.2i6  compares 
with  a national  dealth  rate  of  11.3  per  1 ,000  jxiipulation.  There  were  four 
deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  compared  with  seven  last  j'ear. 

Infectious  diseases  w^ere  few,  during  the  year,  and  call  for  no  special 
comment. 

Concerning  the  sanitarj’  circumstances  in  the  area,  there  w'cre  few 
changes  during  the  year.  Water  continued  to  be  supplied  to  the  District 
bj'  the  East  Yorkshii-e  (Wolds  Area)  Walter  Board  and  all  of  the  sixteen 
samples  taken,  during  the  year,  proved  to  be  satisfactoiy.  Special  con- 
sideration was  given  to  private  water  supplies,  and  it  wdlil  be  seen  from 
the  Report  that  26  of  the  115  samples  taken  were  unsatisfactory.  In 
these  cases  help  was  given  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  investigate 
the  cause  and  advice  given  on  means  of  improving  the  supply. 

Progress  continued  with  sewage  disposal  schemes  in  the  District,  and 
the  Kilham  scheme,  commenced  last  year,  came  into  operation.  Work 
continued  for  schemes  for  Garton,  North  Frodingham  and  Nafferton. 
Progress  ^so  continued  with  the  conversion  to  w'ater  closets  of  pail  and 
earth  closets,  wdiieh  w^ere  reduced  in  number  to  1,721  bv  the  end  of  the 
jear. 

'I’he  estimate  of  160  unfit  dwellings  in  the  DiStriict  remains  the  same 
as  last  year,  but  their  clearance  is  linked  with  the  building  of  new 
properties  by  the  Council.  Plans  are  in  hand  for  the  building  of  50  new 
Council  houses  this  next  year. 

In  March,  1904,  Mr.  ,1.  Martin  resigned  from  the  post  of  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  Mr.  I.  ,1.  Green  was  appointed  in,  bis  place. 
In  October,  1964,  Mr.  S.  Wrigglesworth  resigned  from  the  ix»st  of  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  Mr.  Green  was  promoted  to  the  post.  In 
December  Mr.  Hunter  w'as  appointed  to  the  vacant  post  of  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector. 


In  presenting  this  reipwiit  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the 
Department  for  their  wor'k  and  help  during  the  year,  and  also  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  constant 
interest  and  support.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

The  Hospitals  serving  the  District  are  as  follows  ; — 

East  Riding  General  Hospital. 

This  hospital  is  under  the  East  Riding  Group  Hospital  Management 
Committee  and  admits  acute  general  and  geriatric  patients.  Out-p>atient 
facilities  include  clinics  for  medicine,  surgery,  orthopaedic  surgery, 
gynaecology,  paediatrics,  oto-laryngology,  chest  diseases,  ophthalmology, 
psychiatr}’,  dermatology,  radiotherapy  and  diabetic. 

Northfield  Hospital. 

Under  the  East  Riding  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee  this 
hospital  admits  patients  suffering  from  chest  diseases. 

Castle  Hill  Hospital,  Cottingham. 

All  cases  of  infectious  diseases  in  the  District  requiring  hospital  care 
are  admitted  to  this  hospital  which  is  under  the  Hull  “B”  Group  Hospital 
Management  Committee. 


NURSING  HOMES. 

There  are  no  private  nursing  homes  in  the  District.

Two  Health  Visitors  are  resident  in  Driffield  working  in  the  Driffield 
Area.  Their  office  is  at  the  Victoria  Road  Clinic,  Driffield  (telephone 
number  3158). 

Home  Nursing  Service. 

This  service  is  run  in  conjunction  with  the  Domiciliary  Midwifery 
Service  as  detailed  above. 

Amrulance  Service. 

The  County  Council’s  Ambulance  Station  is  situated  on  V^ictoria 
Road,  Driffield  (telephone  number  3109). 

Domestic  Help. 

Home  Help  Service  \Vhich  is  rendered  in  the  District  is  administered 
from  County  Hall,  Beverley,  and  all  applications  for  this  service  are  dealt 
with  by  the  Home  Help  Organiser  (telephone  number,  Beverley  881281). 


LOCAL  EDUCATION  AUTHORITY^SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

Routine  Medical  Inspections  are  carried  out  of  all  children  attending 
Local  Education  Authority  schools  in  the  District.  In  addition,  the 
following  facilities  are  provided  at  the  Victoria  Road  Clinic,  Driffield  : —

work  of  officers  in  the  district  who  are  concerned  with  the  welfare  of 
dvildreii.  d'lie  in'limary  objects  of  the  Committee  are  the  prevention  of 

cruelty  to  children  in  their  own  homes  and  the  prevention  of  break-up  of 

families. 

On  the  Committee  are  representatives  of  the  County  Children’s 
Department,  the  County  Health  Department,  the  School  Welfare 
Department,  the  County  Welfare  Department,  the  Housing  Managers  of 


the  District  (Joimcils,  the  National  Assistance  Board,  the  National  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  the  Women’s  Voluntary 
Service,  Probation  Officers,  and  a Marriage  Guidance  Counsellor. 
Representatives  of  other  organisaitions  are  co-opted  from  time  to  time  as 
the  need  arises.  Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  capacity  as 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  takes  the  Chair  oif  the  Committee. 

PUBLrC  HEALTH  LABORATORY  SERVICE. 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  at  Hull.

National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children. 

The  Driffield  Rural  District  lies  within  the  North  East  Yorkshire 
Branch  of  the  National  Society  tor  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children 
and  cases  requiring  the  services  of  the  Society  are  visited  by  Inspector 
White  working  from  Scarborough.  Inspector  White’s  work  is  much 
appreciated  by  those  of  us  in  the  Rural  Area  concerned  with  child  welfare. 
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Meals  on  Wheels  Service. 

This  service  operated  by  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  in 
providing  meals  to  the  elderly  was  again  recognised  by  the  Council  and  a 
contribution  of  £5i0  was  given  towards  the  vehicle  maintenance.  The 
service  operateis  in  the  villages  of  Natferton,  Hutton  Cranswick,  Wansford, 
YV'eitwang,  Carton  and  North  Dalton. 

Water  Supply. 

The  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area)  Water  Board  are  the  water 
undertakers  for  the  area.  The  Board’s  offices  are  situated  at  “ Easterfield 
House,”  New  Road,  Driffield. 

Water  Samples. 

Samples  of  water  from  house  taps,  stand  taps,  private  bores,  wells, 
and  .springs  were  talkcn  periodically  throughout  the  year  and  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Hull.

The  26  unsatisfactory  samples  obtained  from  private  supplies  involved 
9 sources.  Of  these  & provided  a supply  from  the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds 
Area)  Water  Board’s  mains.  2 dwellings  obtaining  polluted  water  from 
2 sources  were  in  tbe  process  of  being  closed  at  the  end  of  the  y-ear. 
Advice  was  given  to  the  owmers  of  the  remaining  4 polluted  sources  and 
after  carrying  out  works  the  supplies,  on  re-examination,  proved  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Kilhani  Sew’erage  and  Sew-age  Disposal  Scheme,  together  with  a 
lO'O  yard  sewer  extension  in  Mill  Back  Side  approved  in  May,  1964,  came 
into  operation  during  the  year. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  were  considering  the 
desirability  of  laying  sewers  to  serve  projjerty  in  Back  Lane  and  M’est 
End,  Kilham,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £2,d'26  and  £9,800  resijectively . 

Tbe  forecast  in  last  year's  report  that  the  scheme  for  the  laying  of 
sewers  and  the  construction  of  a sewage  disposal  works  at  Garton  proved 
to  be  correct.  This  work,  at  an  estimated  coslt  of  £36,666,  commenced 
in  September  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  sewers  throughout  the  length 
of  the  Main  Street  bad  been  completed  leaving  only  about  1'0%  of  sewers 
still  to  be  laid  to  serve  properties  on  the  south  side  of  the  village.  The 
ilisposal  wurks.  outfalls  and  irrigation  area  were  virtually  complete  by 
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the  end  of  the  year.  However,  the  long  delay  in  the  supply  of  special 
cast  iron  fittings  is  likely  to  offset  the  good  progress  made  by  the 
Contractor  and  it  is  unlikely  that  the  scheme  will  lie  complete  much 
before  the  official  completion  date  of  7th  September,  1905. 

The  , preparation  of  contract  documents  for  the  laying  of  sewers  in 
North  Fixidingham  together  with  pumphouse  and  pumping  mains  to  the 
lleeford  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  the  enlargement  of  these  wotks  to 
serve  the  village  of  North  Frodingham  were  well  under  way.  It  is  hoped 
that  tenders  will  be  invited  early  in  the  new  year  and  that  work  will 
commence  before  the  middle  of  1905. 

Throughout  the  j'car  recordings  of  the  flow  through  the  existing 
sewers  at  Nafferton  have  been  taken  as  requested  by  the  Engineering 
Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  during  the 
technical  inquir}^  into  the  Nafferton  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme.  As  a 
result  of  these  flow  recordiirgs  a scheme  for  the  removal  of  water  from 
artesian  wells,  which  is  at  present  entering  the  sewers,  is  to  be  submitted 
to  the  Minister  of  Housing  for  his  consideration.  This  request  for  flow 
recordings  has  set  back  the  Nafferton  scheme  at  least  a year.

Fimber. 

Working  drawings  for  the  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  for 
Middleton-on-the- Wolds  and  Southburn,  Kirkburn  and  Tibthorpe  (with 
sewage  works  at  Tiibthorpe)  are  in  the  process  of  being  prepared. 

All  works  are  visited  regularly  by  the  full-.time  Attendant  and  a 
systematic  maintenance  programme  carried  out.  Whenever  possible, 
repairs  are  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  dtaff  to  avoid  delay  and

expense.  All  motors  and  pumps  are  insured  against  major  breakdown 
and  an  Official  from  the  Insurance  Company  carries  out  detailed  inspections 
of  the  plant  twice  a year. 

The  regular  cleansing  of  open  drains  and  ditches  has  been  carried  out. 
Closet  Accommodation. 

The  Council  continued  to  give  contributions  oif  half  the  cost  up  to  a

No  sewer  treatiments  were  carried  out  in  the  district  during  the  year, 
the  iprevious  year’s  results  being  so  satisfactory  exemption  from  treatment 
was  recommended  by  the  Ministry’s  Regional  Technical  Officer. 

The  difficulty  of  completely  clearing  the  village  tips  of  rodents 
continued  due  to  dumped  foodstuffs.  However,  regular  batting  continued 
and  all  were  kept  reasonably  clear.

HOUSING. 

Estimates  show  'tlhat  a total  of  100  dwelliasrs  are  so  sub-standard  as 
to  require  clearance  action. 

The  total  number  of  Council  Houses  occupied  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  508.  Two  bungalows  were  compleited  and  two  in  latter  stages  of 
completion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

54-  dwellings  were  built  by  private  enterprise  and  a further  18  were 
under  construction. 

During  the  year  cases  of  overcrowding  were  abated  by  re-housing 
the  families  in  Council  Houses. 

'Die  waiting  list  for  Council  Houses  showed  298  applications,  of  these 
22  were  either  duplicated  in  two  or  more  villages  or  the  applicants  were 
resident  and  wofked  outside  the  d'istridt,  tlius  leaving  276  as  the  total 
number  of  applicants  to  be  regarded  as  being  on  the  “ live  list.” 

Staffing  difficulties  resulted  in  a lack  of  Council  House  building  w'hich 
in  turn  affected  the  slum  clearance  programme.  Two  families  were 
le-housed  J’roin  sub-standard  properties  into  new  bungalows  during  the 
year  and  statutory  action  for  the  demolition  of  the  old  properties  was  all 
but  complete. 

The  improvement  of  bouses  in  the  district  with  Grant  Aid  showed  an 
increase  over  the  previous  year. 

Advising,  insi>ecting  and  verifying  wotk  in  connection  with 
improvement  grants  consumes  an  ever  increasing  amount  of  time.  This 
w'ork,  however,  is  justified  in  that  it  considerably  increases  the  life  of  the 
property,  thus  allowing  some  measure  of  time  to  deal  with  those  properties 
which  are  at  present  unfit.

OFFTC'IIS,  iSiHOP.S  & RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963. 

The  main  provisions  of  the  Act  came  into  operation  on  t'he  1st 
August.  1961*,  and  legislates  specifically  for  the  first  time  for  the  general 
environmental  health,  welfare  and  safetj’  of  persons  employed  in  offices, 
shoips  and  railway  premises. 

Registration  with  the  Local  Authority  of  premises  which  came  under 
the  provision  of  the  Act  was  required  during  the  period  l,st  May  to  31st 
July,  1'964. 

Despite  the  nation  wide  publicity,  response  to  registration  was  so 
slow  that  it  was  decided  tO'  visit  all  shops  and  offices  to  determine  if  they 
came  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  inspect  and  advise  where 
appropriate. 

No  particular  administraitive  or  practical  difficulties  were  met  with. 
In  general  the  conditions  found  during  the  inspections  were  good,  as  can 
he  seen  from  table  (h)  ; the  main  contraventions  were  against  Section  24, 
Firsit  Aid.  and  Section  6,  Temperature.
